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8. IN MEMORIAM 
Three well-known members of the BSC/SBC died during 1989. 


Bertha Bassam (1896-1989), one of the founding members of the Faculty of Library 
and Information Science at the University of Toronto, died in September at the of 
93. Miss Bassam held degrees from Queen’s, Columbia, and Pratt universities, and 
was made an honorary LL.D. by the University of Waterloo in 1965. 


William Cameron (1926-1989), a former director of the University of Western 
Ontario School of Library and Information Science (SLIS), died in April. A 
graduate of Victoria University in New Zealand, he also held degrees from 
Reading University in England in English Literature. He had also been a chairman 
of the department of modern language and literature at Western. In recognition of 
his contribution to libraries, and the broader academic community, SLIS has started 
a scholarship fund in his name and has renamed the school’s special collections 
room after him.

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12. BRAD SABIN HILL at the BRITISH LIBRARY 


After ten years (1979-1989) as Curator of the Jacob M. Lowy Collection at the 
National Library of Canada, Brad Sabin Hill has accepted the position of Head of 
the Hebrew Section of the British Library (Oriental Collections). Mr. Hill studied at 
Brown University, Yeshiva University in New York, and McGill University. He has 
been largely responsible for making the Lowy Collection known to specialists in 
the field in Canada, the U.S., the U.K., and on the Continent. He has given several 
papers on Hebrew typography and publishing in Yiddish in Canada, and mounted 
two major displays, one at the National Library of Canada in 1981 and the other 
recenly at Pierpont Morgan Library in New York. 


The Lowy Collection of rare Hebraica and Judaica was acquired by the NLC 
as a gift from Jacob M. Lowy of Montreal in 1977. The original gift was 
augmented by some 800 volumes of rare books and reference literature also 
acquired from Mr. Lowy in 1985.

14. AMERICAN ANTIQUARIAN SOCIETY 


Marcus McCorison, director and librarian of the American Antiquarian Society and 
long-time member of the BSC/SBC, wishes to remind colleagues of the AAS’s 
outstanding collections of Canadiana. During recent visits to Worcester, Canadian 
researchers have found important Thomas Chandler Haliburton materials, unique 
19th century imprints, and previously unlocated 18th century titles. 

A long-term project of particular importance is the NAIP (North American 
Imprints Program) which is recording North American (yes, Canadian, too) 
imprints held in the AAS and elsewhere (including Canadian repositories), first 
through 1800, and eventually to 1876. 

The Society sponsors a range of research fellowships of one to three months’ 
duration, for work in any area supported by the collection. As part of the Program 
in the History of the Book in American Culture there are lectures and conferences.
